Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant explained that the 1 12 rejections stating the claims 
missing critical elements was made in error since the specification also details that alternative methods, i.e. 
transactional memory can be applied. The examiner will consider this argument in deciding whether to maintain the 
rejection or not. Applicant explained that the invention is not taught by Farook. The examiner suggested that some of 
the claims, in particular claim 1 and 29 be amended such that the lock-free pointer operations coordinate concurrent 
modification of the respective reference count by accessing pointers to the shared object. This limitation or some form 
that substantially resembles this limitation more clearly illustates how Applicants invention is distinct over the teachings 
of Farook. The examiner could not agree to these changes until they are filed in the form of the Applicant's suiting. 
The examiner will reconsider the rejection to claim 34 due to the fact that it seems to resemble the teachings the 
examiner is referring to. Applicant will also cancel the withdrawn claims. The interview concluded . 
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
